COLLIERY INSPECTION. 


Sm,—I have been much interested by different remarks made in your 
valuable Journal about our Government Inspectors of Coal Mines and 
their various duties. I have a suggestion to make which I think (if car- 
ried out) would very much simplify their duties, and enable them to know 
how the collieries in their respective districts are carried on, without the 
trouble they are now put to of going to each to see and enquire into the 
system of management and ventilation; and, besides, they have so many 
collieries to inspect, it is quite impossible for them to inspect the whole in 
any reasonable time, and, of course, at those that they are unable to inspect 
for a length of time, they know not what is being done. My suggestion 
is this: every colliery ape pape or his manager, to send to the Inspector 
of the district a tracing of the colliery plan, made up to a certain date, with 
all the intake and return air-courses marked distinctly, also all crossings, 
regulators, and doors; also, on each separate split or division of the air 
should be marked the cubic feet per minute passing; also, on the same 
tracing should be marked, in red ink, the proposed drivings for a given 
time (say)'six months, this, I think, would enable the Inspector to know 
how each colliery is being worked, and, of course, at the expiration of each 
six months he can glance over the whole, and mark out for inspection those 
that represent the greatest difficulties or mismangement, and he could ad- 
vise others by letter when he is furnished with this tracing, Some people 
may fancy it would be hard to compel our colliery managers to do this, 
and more especially to mark out their proposed drivings, but this is gene- 
rally done at all well-managed collieries. ‘The proposed drivings are put 
on the colliery plan in black lead, so that they could easily be copied on 
to the Inspector’s tracing in red ink; and, besides, what an assistance it 
would be to the Inspector to have a map of each colliery at his command; 
he would be able to think over it, and see the most likely points to be de- 
fective, and go to such; but, no, he now visits the colliery, has a simple 
glance at the plan, goes underground to inspect the colliery, and is not un- 
frequently shown the best part of the workings, instead of the worst, simply 
because he is not better acquainted with the plan and workings; whereas, 
if he were supplied with this tracing, which could be sent back to the re- 
spective collieries at the end of each six months, to be carried forward, he 
would become better aquainted with the system of ventilation of each col- 
liery. This is not too much for our colliery owners to do; and it would 
= much improve the present system of inspection. We have our Board 
of Health, which prevents a poor collier from building a cottage before he 
sends in a plan of it forthe approval of the board, and yet that same poor 
collier is, perhaps, driving a subterranean chamber, which is not only en- 
dangering his own life, but also the lives of the whole of the workmen in 
his district, and yet his employer is not requested to send in any plan for 
the approval or guidance of our Inspectors, who are entirely left in the 
dark as to what is being carried out at any of the collieries he has not the 
opportunity of inspecting. What say our Inspectors and colliery managers 
to this suggestion ?—Adberdare, June 15. AN ABERDARE COLLIER. 


COAL MINING IN AMERICA.

It will show that not only are wages not so good in the 
United States as they are represented, but also that the men have griev- 
ances to bear and troubles to contend with in that land of freedom, where 
they are taught, too frequently by interested persons, to believe all is con- 
tent and happiness.— Wigan, June 18. A CoLuier. 


The writer first gives an interesting history of the causes which have led to a strike 
of the coal miners in Schuylkill county, which he says is a matter of annual occurrence, 
although this year it assumed an ap; of determination, riot, and disorder it never 
had before, The dissatisfaction is stated to originate in the tyranny of mining capitalists, 
both as respects low wages and the manner in which earnings are paid. The average 
amount of wages is $5 per week, which is seldom paid in cash, but in“ orders” on store- 
keepers in the employment of the mining companies, where they must take goods at the 
companies’ charges. Such is the state of things represented by the writer that families 
can hardly obtain the necessaries of life. During the winter families of eight persons 
have had to subsist on $3, out of which had to come their rent, and the oil consumed 
while at work. Under these circumstances, the sympathies of the masses are with the 
strikers, although their disorderly conduct is condemned. The difficulty has been set- 
tled, but the mineowners declare that the advanced prices will ruin them. The Forest

MINING IN SCOTLAND. 


Sir,—Your leader, inserted in last week’s Journal, on the subject of 
Crown claims on metallic minerals wrought in Scotland, was calculated 
to arouse considerable alarm to all but those who are acquainted with the 
particulars of thecase. The resuscitation of an obsolete Act can hardly by 
reason be supposed to be by Her Majesty’s advisers made the cawsus of 
suspending, or perhaps annihilating, a branch of British industry, of all 
others, possibly the one most in need of their fostering care and encourage- 
ment, especially employing, as it does, large numbers of the superabundant 
male and female population of certain districts, where industry lacks engage- 
ment, more particularly in the Highlands and Ireland, hundreds of whom 
from these sources derive a comfortable subsistence, when almost all other 
channels are closed to them. If metallic minerals be the objects of the 
claim, as a matter of course iron ore must be included; and if a tenth 

be enforced, what will become of all the vast properties, and how shall the 
arrears be calculated of the great Scotch iron-producing mines? Surely 
so suicidal a demand as one-tenth could never have in reality been con- 
templated, although it has been so triumphantly paraded by parties who, 
from selfish motives, endeavour to crush recent successful attempts to pro- 
secute and develope Scotland’s wealth in copper, lead, and zinc mines. 
These worthies infinitely prefer diverting Glasgow capital to Cornish spe- 
culations, from which they may derive far more benefits by plausible re- 
presentations and deferred hopes (the riches of that county being always 
said to lie deep, and to require a long time for development), besides which, 
in mining, as in many other matters, ‘‘ distance lends enchantment.” 
Being largely interested in some of the Scotch mines lately introduced 
to public notice, I have been at some trouble to investigate the matter. I 
find the Crown lays claim to certain rights, but so far from any desire being 
manifested to cripple endeavours, the contrary is the fact. By application 
on the part of the landholder, an Inspector is sent to examine and report 
on the mo at a trivial cost, in the shape of fees; he settles the modi- 
cum to be paid as tribute to the Crown. In every instance, so far, the ar- 
rangements have been to the entire satisfaction of all parties concerned; 
in no case have interlopers been allowed to interfere between just claims 
and Crown rights. This is as it should be, and will tend more to the sta- 
bility of mining in Scotland, and to forwarding its interests, than the parties 
alluded to wished to injure them. It will prove the natural universal law 
of oppression, that where applied to extremes, reaction as surely follows.

In the 152, driving west of Metal shaft, the lode is 2 ft. wide, and much 
improved the last 2 fms., now worth 907, per fm. ; we have two men in this level driv- 
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ing south on the lead branch, to ascertain if there is any more lode standing south. In 
the 142, driving east of Metal shaft, the lode is 6 ft. wide, at present for mineral.

The CuainmMan said that at the time of the last meeting almost every end in the mine was 
productive, and at the present time there were many very excellent points yet to be 
realised. He often thought that the various phases presented in the exploration of a 
mine strikingly resembled the chequered life of man—bright visions and hopes were 
raised, which were not always realised, and anticipations raised which were sometimes 
exceeded by the results achieved. That was true in a general point of view as also ia de- 
tails. Ifa man, knowing the position he had taken was upon a proper basis, did but exercise 
an inflinching perseverance and an untiring industry, he almost invariably attained success 
at last, Such, he thought, was the position of the Great Wheal Vor Company, for he 
fully believed that they had a good mine, and although there was at this momenta littie 
variation in some of the points of operation, yet the prospects were of a nature to leave 
them no ground to despond. On the contrary, there was every possible reason to be 
perfectly satisfied with all that had been done, for, after all, the mine had been a success, 
and, he contended, a greut success. If it were not for the extreme depressed price of tin, 
the mine would at the present time be paying regular quarterly dividends. That de- 
pressed price of tin, he need hardly say, was no fault of the mine, but was solely attri- 
butable to the disunion at present rife on the other side of the Atlantic, the termination 
of which would quickly bring about a resuscitation in the value of metals. They had 
every reason, he thought, to be well pleased with their mine. As forthe committee, who 
were largely interested in the undertaking, they naturally enough watched with the 
greatest interest the result of the development of every foot of ground, and the committee, 
by the way, were not the only people who thought well of the property. For instance, 
within the last few days the mine had been inspected by an accredited practical agent, for 
a gentleman who occupied a high position in the county, but as he did not know that he 
was at liberty to use the names he would merely read the report, which could noi fail 
to be extremely satisfactory to every one interested in the permanent success of the Great 
Wheal Vor. The report referred to was to the effect that every indication presented in 
the sinking of the shaft below the 152 fully justified the belief that the deposit of mineral 
would prove to be permanent in depth. The mine (the report continued) was being 
worked with vigour, especially in the sinking of the shafts, upon which the true welfare 
of the mine to a great extent depended. Those statements he (the Chairman) considered 
fully bore out all the remarks he had made, but at the same time he trusted proprietors 
would not determine to divide upon the present occasion any proportion of the surplus 
capital, and hoped when he had the pleasure of again meeting them that, on behalf of 
the committee, he should have a different recommendation to make. He concluded by 
moving the reception and adoption of the report and accounts. 

Mr. GoopRipGe enquired if the amount received on account of the sale of plant was 
any portion of the old account ?—The CHarrMAn sald {t was an amount for which bills 
were received, but became due during the quarter. 

Capt. Gru, in answer to questions, stated that he considered the indications at the 
bottom of the mine (the 162) were of a very satisfactory character; they were cross- 
cutting north and south, where several branches of tin had been cut. At present most 
of their returns were taken from the stopes in the 142. As regarded the reserves, al- 
though he had not gone closely into the question this month, he estimated they were 
about the same as Jast month—in fact, they were at present discovering about as much 
ore as was being taken away ; consequently, the reserves remained about the same. He 
expected to sell during the current quarter something like the same quantity of tin as 
had been returned during the last three months ; of course, if during that period they cut 
the lode in the bottom of the mine, the returns would be increased. With regard to the 
machinery, he considered they had sufficient to put them down 250 fms. 

The — were then unanimously received and adopted, and the accounts passed 
and allowed. 

The committee of management were re-elected for the next three months, Mr. George 
Noakes being re-appointed the managing director and Chairman of the company. 

Mr. W. MoaTes was re-appointed auditor. 

The CHAIRMAN said he presumed by the resolutions just passed that the committee re- 
tained the confidence of proprietors. He could only say,and with the greatest sincerity, 
that each and every member of that committee used every effort to merit that confidence ; 
they discharged their duties honestly, and worked the property as if it were their own, 
and nothing would give them greater satisfaction than .to see it become permanently 
productive—indeed, having a considerable stake in the concern, they would from selfish 
motives, although they hoped their work of duty would supersede that of interest, en- 
deavour to develope the property to the best possible advantage. He could not heip 
telling his co-proprietors that they had exercised the wisest policy in not asking for a 
dividend upon the present occasion, for a sound financial position, equal to any contin- 
gency, was of paramount importance. 

Upon the proposition of Mr, Borer, seconded by Mr. Jznninos, a vote of thanks to 
the Chairman and committee was passed, which was duly acknowledged by the Chair- 
man. The proceedings then terminated. 


KAPUNDA MINING COMPANY. 


The third annual general meeting of propriétérs was held at the London Tavern, on 
Monday, Mr. C. 8, Bagor in the chair. 
Mr. J. D. Kennepy (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 


The report of the directors stated that the quantity of ore raised in 1861 was 3298 tons, 
of 174% per cent. average produce, and containing 587 tons of pure copper. The quan- 
tity of copper made at the smelting-works was 509% tons, and the copper shipped 
amounted to 53734 tons. The total expenditure of the company for the year amounted 
to 52,812. 14s. 7d., but it incladed a very heavy outlay upon works for making good 
the damage sustained by several of the shafts and levels, in consequence of the crushes 
and falling in of the ground, to which allusion was made in last year’s report, and also 
upon a new engine-house, and other buildings, and surface plant, the erection of which 
was rendered necessary by the same cause, and also upon extensive tut works in sinking 
upon and opening the various lodes at greater depth. All these works being of a per- 
manent character, the directors consider that, as the benefit has to a very small extent 
been felt during the year 1861, the main part of the outlay should be spread over sub- 
sequent years. The outlay under this head is estimated at 5000/., and it has been de- 
cided to charge 1000/7. against 1861, and to consider the remaining 40002. as a present 
advance out of assets, to be repaid at the rate of 10007. per annum out of the profits of 
ensuing years. With this explanation, it would be seen that the working accounts upon 
an estimate of the copper remaining unsold in this country on May 31 last, and of the 
stock in hand on Dec. 81, 1861, in the colony, based on the present reduced price of 
copper, shows a profit for the year of 36577. 17s. 5d. 

The CHairMaN said he regretted that the board were unable to present proprietors 
with a more satisfactory statement of the business of the year 1861. It was true that 
the yield for the year, so far as regarded the number of tons of ore, exceeded that of 1860, 
but there had been a falling off as respects the number of tons of copper contained in that 
ore. They had every reason to believe that the cause of that diminished percentage of 
copper was mainly owing to the delays and interruptions occasioned by the accident at 
the mine, which had, so to speak, dislocated the arrangements which had been made 
for raising the ores, and, at the same time, prevented the opening out of fresh portions 
of the lode; the second cause of the falling off in the percentage of copper was attribut- 
able to the fact that it had been necessary to raise a considerable quantity of low pro- 
duce sulphur ores—of which there was no scarcity—to mix with thoseof a richer quality 
for the purpose of smeiting. Although the crushings of the ground, which took place 
about the middle of 1861, had turned out more serious than was at first anticipated, prin- 
cipally owing to the very wet season, yet he believed that the measures which had 
since been taken, necessarily involving a considerable outlay, would prevent the recar- 
rence of such a catastrophe, and make the mine perfectly secure for future explorations. 
Owing to these measures, the development of the lower part of the mine had proceeded 
in such a way that he thought they would be able to reap an advantage from them 
even during the present year, for they would be enabled to obtain better ore, and in 
indifferent quantities. The board had had to lament a very different market for the com- 
pany’s produce—the average price of copper in 1858-60 was 997. 10s., and 1860-61 it was 
951, 12s. 6d., while that obtained for the copper sold since the last general meeting had 
been only 897. lls. 6d. The difference between the two last prices—6/. 1s. per ton—had 
diminished the profit upon copper sold by upwards of 3000/., and diminished the esti- 
mated value of stocks by 2000/.—making a total decrease, in respect of 1861, attribut- 
able to this cause, of more than 50003. While deploring these circumstances, he need 
hardly say they were entirely beyond the control of the directors; and they could only 
hope that an improved trade—which would result upon an adjustment of the American 
difficulty—would bring back former prices, and proportionately increase the company’s 
profits. As regarded the prospects at the mine, he considered they were of a very satis- 
factory character; but, although numerous discoveries of ore had been reported in the 
50 and 60 fm. levels, almost all the ore hitherto raised had been obtained at and above 
the 40 fm. level. There were some few tribute pitches in the 50, but the great bulk of 
the ore had hitherto been raised from the 40 and upper levels, so that there were known 
to be at least 20 fathoms in perpendicular height of the lodes almost untouched, from 
which a very considerable quantity of ore could be raised. It would be seen by the 
accounts appended to the report that a very considerable proportion of the year’s ex- 
penditure was entirely owing to remedying the evil occasioned by the crushings of the 
ground, to which he had already referred; but it would have been fair to have 
charged the whole of that outlay against the profits of 1861, the more especially as but 
a very small proportion of the benefit to be derived by that expenditure had been felt in 
that year. An examination of the accounts would show that the extra expenditure 
attributable to that cause was put down at 5000/.; but it was proposed that 1000/. of 
that sum should be charged against the profits of 1861, the remaining 4000/. to be de- 
ducted during the four succeeding years. The accounts showed that the profit upon the 
estimated stock amounted to 3657/., and that there was an undivided balance of profit 
of 13,4762. ; but it must not be supposed that this amount was a cash balance, for, ex 
clusive of the 8000/. held as working capital, it was only the exceess of assets over lia- 
bilfties ; therefore, it would be seen that it was impracticable to divide very closely this 
undivided balance, and, having this fact in view, the board recommended upon th 
sent occasion that a dividend of 1s. per share should be declared, free of income tax. 
Having stated that he should be glad to afford any further information that proprietors 
might desire, he concluded by moving the adoptien of the report and accounts. 

Mr. ANDERTON drew attention to the fact that the accounts did not bear the signatares 
of the auditors. 

The CuatnMan said the manuscript balance-sheet was signed by the auditors, and the 
printed accounts were but a copy of that balance-sheet so attested. 

Mr. J. R. Harais (one of the auditors) stated that his colleague and himself had care- 
fally compared the printed figures with the duly attested balance-sheet, and he would 
guarantee that every figure agreed with the accounts so audited. 

Mr. ADAMson urged upon the directors the necessity of exercising the utmost economy 
in the conduct of the company’s affairs. 

Mr. W. Rovrs, in seconding the proposition for the adoption of the report and ac- 
counts, said there could be no doubt it was desirable the names of the auditors should 
be appended to the printed statement of accounts; but the auditors had examined the 
accounts, and duly signed them, or they would not have been presented to the proprietors. 

The CHAIRMAN assured the meeting that the directors had im) upon the mana- 
ger in the colony the great necessity of economy, and the manager he (the Chairman) 
‘was sure was exercising most rigid economy in every department. It would be obvious 
that when labour was not very abundant it was impossible to compress expenditure 
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upon every occasion—for if when labour was somewhat less in demand you were to re- 
duce the wages your labourers would leave. 

Mr. ADAMSON enquired if the board had any positive information as to the quality of 
the ore in the 60 fathom level? 

The Cuarmman said that some assays of ore from that level had been made, which 
yielded 50 per cent. of copper. As regarded the diminished percentage, he did not think 
that was a cause for discouragement as to the future, because, upon reference to former 
years, he found that the percentage bad varied equally as much—in fact, it occurred in 
all mines. Of course, it was much more desirable to have a higher percentage, but he 
did not sider it as an indication of a permanent state of things. 

Mr. Arncuer enquired if any portion of the 400 tons of copper ore raised in March 
had been obtained from the 50 fm. level? 

The Cuarkman replied that some portion of it had been obtained from the 50 fm. level, 
but none from below that point. 

The report and accounts were then unanimously received and adopted. 

A dividend of 1s. per share, free of income tax, was declared. 

Messrs. R. Alexander and J. 8. Stopford, the retiring directors, were re-elected. 

Mr. Rout (deputy-chairman), finding that their deed did not restrain them from 
having three auditors, and as Mr. Anderton had made some remarks upon the accounts, 
he (Mr. Routh) should propose Mr. Anderton be added to the list of auditors. 

Mr. ANDERTON was perfectly content with the present auditors. He had no doubt 
from the observations which had fallen that the accounts were perfectly correct, and he 
should be glad to propose their re-election, which, being seconded by Mr. Archer, was 
put and carried unanimously. 

Votes of thanks were passed to the Chairman, directors, and secretary, when the pro- 
ceedings terminated.

The report of the directors congratulated the proprietors upon the success, beyond all 
P dent, of the pany’s proceedings during the past year. The produce of gold at 
Morro Velho from March, 1861, to March, 1862, was 543,637 olts.; the produce for the 
corresponding period last year was 428,166 olts. The nett profit on the working of 
the mine for the twelve months ending March, 1862, was 96,7691. The amount of in- 
terest that has accrued up to March 31 in Brazil,and May 31 in England, has been 
20371. These amounts being carried to the credit of the profit and loss account, leave 
that account in credit, after paying the half-yearly dividend due on Dec. 20, and passing 
10 per cent. thereon tothe credit of the reserve fund, the sum of 65,9581.; out of which 
the directors propose a dividend of 90s. per share, free of income tax, which, with 10 per 
cent. thereon added to the reserve fund, will amount to 54,450/., leaving to credit of 
profit and loss 11,508/., chargeable with income tax on the year’s profits 36261. Taking 
the quantity of ore raised from the mines and the quantity stamped during the last six 
years, there is an increase of about 5% per cent. in the quantity of ore raised, and a de- 
crease of about 3'4 per cent, in the quantity stamped. Theextentof stoping ground laid 
open on December 31 last was 1014 square fathoms, During the last two years very 
important changes have been made in the mode of treating the ore. Previous to the 
year 1859 nearly the whole of the stone sent up from the mine was stamped; some- 
times a portion was rejected, but then the good effect of that partial separation was 
generally neutralised by a quantity being substituted from the refuse heap. In fact, it 
was only the exchange of one class of objectionable stone foranother. No entire separa- 
tion of the good from the unproductive was made. The killas, or slatey portion, was 
generally stamped together with the good ore. In 1859 a more systematic rejection of 
these substances became practicable, by increased facilities being provided at the spall- 
ing floors, and was commenced, but only partially effected, that year. In 1860 and 1861 
it has been the aim of the superintendent to reject the whole of the killas; this object 
had been pretty effectually attained, though in some months when there has been a short 
supply of stone it has not been found practicable to pick it as closely as was desirable. 
These means were devised in 1859, and the advantage that has resulted from this and 
other improvements in the mode of treatment may be seen by the reduction returns, 
showing the average loss of gold in treatment for the last six years, throughout which 
period assays of the ore have been regularly and systematically made—in 1855 the loss 
of gold was 49°50 per cent,; 1856, 40°24; 1857, 42°51; 1858, 44°52; 1859, 39°97; 1860, 
32°41; and 1861, 31°82 per cent. Comparing the past year’s operations with those of 
the previous year the result is that there has been an increase in the quantity of stene 
of 5% per cent., an increase of cost of 944 per cent., and an i in the prod of 
28 per cent. The average number of borers during the year has been 297, while during 
1860 the average number was 262. The excavation of the bar formerly existing between 
the two mines has proceeded steadily, and with satisfactorily results. Capt. T. Treloar, 
the head mining captain, having tendered his resignation, retired from the company’s 
services on March 31.

the subject in England, the following extracts may be found interesting. 


Mr. Hargreaves, in his account of his adventures in California, gave 
the following reasons for expecting to find gold on his return to New South 
Wales:—*‘ Without any knowledge whatever of the science of geology 
(said he), I simply compared in my own mind the geological formations 
which I saw in California with others that I had seen in Australia.”—* It 
struct me in California that I had travelled through a country very similar 
in New South Wales. Some laughed at me, and others forcibly objected 
to my views, because many professed geologists had travelled over the 
country to which I referred, and that a Government geologist had been ap- 
pointed, and was actually there for some time, and that if it were auriferous 
it would have been discovered ere this.” —*‘ But I knew how different mere 
scientific knowledge, or that founded on assumption only, was to practical 
experience in gold fields,”—* As regards the structure of the rocks in Cali- 
fornia, I can only give my observations in my own way. The digging 
ground was composed of vertical slates and quartz veins, which generally 
ran north and south. We worked for gold in the drift overlying the slates, 
and also found gold in the lamina of these rocks. Having all along con- 
fessed my ignorance of geology as a science, it may be thought presump- 
tuous in metoattempt to arraign the opinions of men who are acknowledged 
proficients in that science. ut I believe that many professed students of 
that science are apt to adopt too readily the opinions of professed masters, 
without themselves investigating the proofs on which any particular con- 
clusion has been arrived at.”—‘I acted on that persuasion, and on my 
return to New South Wales, at the very first trial of washing in the vertical 
slates I found gold.” 

Although gold had been found in the colonies of Victoria and New South 
Wales since 1841, in small quantities here and there, and taken to Sydney, 
little notice was taken of it until the Californian excitement, and the re- 
turn of Hargreaves and some gold diggers to show in what rocks it was 
found, and how it was washed from the gravel. 

Having been myself connected with gold mines and gold washings since 
1833, and having surveyed and minutely examined all varieties of gold- 
bearing rocks, as well as those producing other metals and minerals, in 
many parts of the world, I find no difficulty whatever in predicting the 
existence of gold in the rocks I have described. ‘They are the bases out 
of which the precious metals grow. Indeed, six months’ practical experience 
in California and Australia alone to men of observation is sufficient to ac- 
quire a knowledge of the general character of gold-bearing rocks. This 
is well proved by the discoveries lately made in Nova Scotia by the re- 
turned gold diggers. The Provincial Secretary of Nova Scotia, in his 
official letter, dated Sept. 4, 1861, makes the tollowing remarks: —‘ The 
existence of auriferous deposits in Nova Scotia was unsuspected till 1860, 
when they were discovered by the returned diggers from California and 
Australia. It is strange that they should not have been turned up, or es- 
caped the vigilance of the geologists of this country, who have elaborately 
written thereon.” 

It is well known that the available labours of geologists have been hitherto 
entirely confined to fossiliferous beds; therefore, we need not be surprised 
that the production of the crystalline rocks below have been neglected, and 
escaped their notice. However, we must not infer therefrom that the science 
of geology is of no use to mining, but rather that it wants more extension, 
and the aid of the facts founded on observations made in the crystalline 
base, to render it what it ought and will be, a guide to all subterranean 
operations. When this is fairly accomplished, and the old assumption re- 
moved, the science of geology will occupy a pre-eminent position, and will 
be duly appreciated by all practical men. 

In speaking of gold-producing rocks it must be borne in mind that the 
outcrop is always the richest.. The difficulty in all new and unwrought 
gold districts is not in the extraction of the gold from the matrix, but in 
preventing the gold seekers from taking it away; the “ rush” of gold 
washers is irresistible. ‘This fact is well known in South America, Cali- 
fornia, and Australia, It appears the case is different in the Welsh gold 
districts, it we are to believe the representations occasionally made. The 
gold, they say, is in abundance, not merely in the Clogau Mine (from which 
they extract it in a regular business manner), but in several others, yet 
they cannot get it, nor is there apparently any danger of its being taken 
away by gold seekers. To those accustomed to gold districts such state- 
ments must necessarily create an unfavourable impression. 

To those who enter into gold mining speculations the following facts may 
be useful:—The richest parts are always found near the surface, and the 
gold is easily extracted by ordinary mechanical means. No profitable un- 
dertakings in the way of mining have been commenced with a product of 
less than 2 ozs. of gold per ton, although ultimately, with strict economy 
and proper reduction works, under the superintendence of men of experience, 
companies have been making profits from less than 4 oz. per ton. With 
regard to depth it is variable, and the quantity and quality depends much 
on the conditions and compositions of the veins, At Marmato, in New 
Granada, the auriferous pyrites veins have been wrought to the depth of 
250 fathoms. The product was about 4 ozs. per ton on the surface, but in 
depth only 8 dwts. per ton. At St. John del Rey, in the Brazils, they are 
now. working at the depth of 150 fms.; the product per ton is on an ave- 
rage } oz. On the surface it was upwards ef 2 ozs. when wrought by the 
natives, before the company bought the mine. However, it must be borne 
in mind that both these mines are highly ferruginous, and not like the 
compact quartz veins. The ferruginous quartz veins are often found pro- 
ductive (although never so rich as near the surface) to 40 or even 50 fms. 
in depth, but the compact white quartz, enclosed in the vertical slate, is 
very in its metallic contents, and requires great caution and prac- 
tical experience to develope and extract the contents with profit. It often 
happens that the profits obtained at the commencement are not only absorbed 
in the deeper workings, but lead to very heavy losses in the search of richer 
masses. ‘The outcrops of the poorest gold mines are, generally speaking, 
rich enough to pay a party of hard-working men, as is well known in Cali- 
fornia Australia, bat deep workings require caution, judgment, and 
cheap means of extraction, inasmuch as the product is less and the cost of 
breaking, &c., much greater than surface operations; hence practical ex- 





perience is indispensable to ensure permanent profitable results.

Tue Sourn Waear Frances anp West Wueat Basset Disputs.— 
(From a Correspondent. )—The case of Reynolds v, Buckley being now 
settled, it may not be uninteresting to give an historical sketch of the case, 
and the cross actions, for future reference, which cannot be better done 
than by continuing the remarks published in the West Briton some few 
months since:—It will be recollected that between these mines there have 
been two actions, one being the case of Reynolds v. Buckley, in which Soath 
Frances obtained a verdict against West Basset. Upon appeal that ver- 


dict was upheld by the Court of Queen’s Bench, and was, upon further | ¢ 


appeal, confirmed by the Court of Error. West Basset thereupon entered 
an appeal to the House of Lords, but before it could come to a hearing, 
withdrew it, so that South Frances succeeded in that case. West Basset, 
meanwhile, obtained a verdict against South Frances in the action of Lyle 
v. Richards, South Frances afterwards obtained a rule nisi for a new 
trial, or that the verdict should be entered for them; but the argument on 
this rule was directed by Lord Campbell to stand over until the Court of 
Error had given their judgment in Reynolds v. Buckley. That judgment 
having been given in favour of South Frances, and the appeal to the House of 
Lords having been withdrawn by West Basset, the ment on the rule in 
Lyle v. Richards came on before the Court of Queen’s Bench, and the Court, 
r hearing counsel, ordered a new trial, but directed that the trial should 
be suspended until the Court of Error, which decided the case of Reynolds 
v. Buckley should say whether the question was one of law. The deci- 
sion was in favour of South Frances, and Capt. C. Thomas was appointed 
to assess dam The West Basset — obtained a rule nisi to remove 
Capt. Charles Thomas, which was discharged in favour of Wheal Frances. 
Capt. Charles Thomas then made his award, giving the South Wheal 
Frances 9107. 6s. 5d. damages. The West Basset party next obtained a 
rule nisi to set aside this award, and this was discharged on Tuesday 
costs being given in favour of South Wheal Frances.* It is estimated 
that the expenses which the shareholders in West Basset have incurred 
would have been sufficient to have paid 30s. per share dividend, although 
the mine is divided into 6000 shares, It must be gratifying, however, to 
the West Basset shareholders to know that they can still go on with the 
case of Lyle v. Richards, the six or seven verdicts given in favour of South 
Wheal Frances not in any way affecting their right to continue the litigation. 
{* In delivering judgment on Tuesday, Mr. Justice Willes sald—* It is clear to me 
that the proper bound-stone is that in the road, and rather to the north, in the mouth of 
the road leading from “The Piece” to Carnkie. Therefore, let this rule be discharged 
with costs.” We should, moreover, state that Mr. Finch, the gentleman upon whose 
aliidavit West Basset obtained the rule nisi, narrowly escaped, owing to the nature of 
his affidavit, commitment for contempt of Court.—Ep, M, J.) 





Cornish Pompinc Enaines.—The number of pumping-engines re- 

rted for April is 31. They have consumed 2249 ‘ons of coal, and 
ifted 17°7 million tons of water 10 fms. high. The average duty of the 
whole is, therefore, 53,100,000 lbs. lifted 1 ft. high, by the consumption of 
112 lbs. of coal. The following engines have exceeded the average duty: 
Alfred Consols, Cargoll, Great Wheal Busy, Great Work, North Roskear, 
Rosewarne United, South Wheal Frances, West Caradon, West W heal 
Providence, West Wheal Seton, Wheal Ludcott, and Wheal Seton. 





Tre Amman Aperpare Coitimry Company.—We had occasion very 
recently to allude to the prospective arrangements of this company for 
sinking about 70 yards to their 6 and 9 feet seams of coal by a cqntinua- 
tion of the shafts already sunk to the 4 ft. level, and we learn that the 
intentions of the company have not only been confirmed in this respect, but owing to 
a strike among the colliers in their employ, and the consequent stoppage of the 
colliery pro tem., the work of sinking will be commenced immediately, and it is 
confidently expected will be completed in one-half the time originally contem- 
plated. The company will improve the opportunity to sink the present winding- 
shaft, as well as the upcast-shaft, and thus avoid the comparatively useless outlay for 
the air staple or pit, as mentioned in their specifications before the public, The cause 
of the men being on strike is simply the determination of the company not to permit 
the colliers as a body absenting themselves from their work upon every Monday fol- 
lowing the fortnightly pay-day. They warned the men that a continuance of this in- 
convenient and costly custom would compel the company to revert to the system of 
monthly payments, as practised by the neighbouring colliery proprietors ; and it would 
appear that the men, under the influence of some old and troublesome hands, prefer to 
turn out rather than conform to this reasonable requirement on the part of the com- 
pany; but, of course, under the circumstances the men are and must be the losers. 

LiaNMorRLaiIs Cottrery Company.—We learn that the new manager 
will shortly leave for the colliery, when it is intended at once to proceed to construct 
the necessary tramway to theshipping stage, occupying probably two months, by which 
time the works will be in full operation. 





Gotp in Costa Rica.—We understand that a grant has been obtained 
from the local Government for working some promising gold veins in Costa Rica, and 
that upwards of 60 pieces and cases of suitable machinery, manufactured by Mr. John 
Walker, of Cowper-street, City-road, were sent out by the mall steamer which sailed 
on Tuesday. The vein is a fine decomposed quartz, and if the bulk be half as rich as 
that which has been crushed in this country large profits must be realised. 


AvstraLiaN Gotp Sratistics.—A_ blue-book for 1861, published in 
Victoria, states that the number of European alluvial miners in the colonies is 61,516 ; 
of Chinese, 24,536; quarts miners, 14,303 Europeans, and only 9 Chinese. The number 
of persons, miners, and those it on them, residing in the gold fields is 233,501 ; 
the value of machinery employed in alluvial and quartz mining, 1,411,012/. 
of quartz crushing vary from 7s. to 1/. 10s. per ton, and of gold vary from 3/. to 
31, 19s. per ounce. The quantity of gold received by escort in 1861 was 1,832,88714 ozs., 
and the total quantity exported in the same year was 1,967,420 ozs. 


Tae Mont Cenis Tunnen.—Recent accounts of the gigantic tunnel 
through Mont Cénis state that the works are progressing favourably. It is ascertained 
that the tunnel will exceed eight English miles in length, and will pass under the ridge 
of the mountain at a depth of a full English mile below the surface. Shafts being out 
of the question, the tunnel will be ventilated by compressed air, driven into it by ma- 
chinery worked by water-power, which, it is calculated, will drive about 51,000 cubic 
feet of compressed air into the tunnel dally. According to the present rate of working 
the tannel will not be finished under six years ; bat, we believe, it is intended to increase 
the power of the boring machines, and to make them work more expeditiously. 

Currous Rartway Expertment.—Another discovery threatens to 
change our railway plant, perhaps our railway system. M. Girard, under the patronage 
of the Emperor, has constructed an experimental railway,on which the carriages are 
impelled after the manner of a sledge. The runners of the sledges rest on a species of 
hollow clogs, between which and the rails water is introduced. Thas the carriages slide 
on a thin layer of water, and friction is almost annihilated. The success of the experi- 
mental railway is stated to be so decided that the Emperor has appointed a commission 
to report on the system.— Atheneum, 

Tue Prorosep Tax on CoaLin Amertca.—“ The Committee on Fi- 
nance of the Senate have agreed that the House bill should be amended so as to fix the 
tax on atl coals at 34% cents per ton; this is a reduction of 1144 cents per ton on anthra- 
cite, thus relieving it of a very material burden. Senator Cowan, of Pennsylvania, who 
is a member of this committee, worked very zealously and ably to bring about this re- 
sult. It is believed both Houses will concur in the modification of the Senate.”—[The 
bill originally imposed a tax of 15 cents per ton on anthracite, and 4% cent per bushel, 
or 344 cents per ton on bituminous coal, This has been to one uniform tax of 
34% cents per ton on all coals, which relieves the hard coal from any higher tax than 
soft coal.) — United States Railroad and Mining Register, May 31.

CorrEr.—The fixed price of English remains at 104d. per Ib. for ma- 
nufactured, and 93/. per ton for cake, tile, and ingots but there are sellers 
of the former at 104d., and of the latter at 917. he demand is, however, 
excessively limited for either. In foreign prices have undergone no alte- 
ration since our last report—very little doing. Burra Burra, 94/.; Ka- 
punda, 947,; Chili, 847. 

Yettow Merayt.—Some small orders for sheathing are in the market 
at 8d., which, owing to the combination of sellers, cannot at present be 
executed. Sheets are still selling at this figure, and the large number of 
needy makers in this trade precludes the possibility of them holding toge- 
ther for any length of time to keep up the price of sheathing. Already 
orders have been rather under the rate fixed by the would-be monopolists, 
and doubtless ere long the necessities of small manufacturers will induce 
them to undersell their contemporaries. 

Tron.—Railway bars unaltered in price; ironmasters fairly off for orders. 
Merchant bars have slightly increased in demand; quotations firm, at 57. 5s. 
at the works, and 5/. 17s. 6d. to 6/., delivered f.o.b.in London, Stafford- 
shire descriptions of good known brands are steadily enquired for. Makers 
in some instances are now working full time. Angle and T-iron is in bet- 
ter request. Swedes bars are slow of sale, at prices was from 107. 10s., 
for awkward specifications, to 11/. for fine sizes, ex ship, and 117. 5s. to 
112. 10s. is asked for landed parcels. Scotch pigs have had a downward 
appearance throughout the past week; mixed numbers now quoted 52s. 

SpPeLTER.—During the early part of the week the spelter market was 
very flat; quotations had declined to 177. 5s., and business was reported 
as low as 177. The last day or two, however, an improvement has taken 
place, and sellers now quote 172. 12s. 6d., at which business was done to- 
day. The ultimate prospect of holders of this metal are anything but such 
as to encourage speculation, »The.stocks here, on May 31, were upwards 
of 5800 tons, and arrivals to the extent of 300 to 400 tons have taken place 
since. This enormous quantity in hand, in theabsence of a good demand, 
will most probably bring prices lower.

There has been a considerable falling off in the local con- 
sumption, owing to depression in the manufacturing districts, and the 
much cheaper prices of Cleveland iron attracting foundry as well as ship- 
ping orders there.

In 
spite of the fluctuations which prices have undergone, and of which the details will be 
found in the annexed tables, the last campaign has not, generally speaking, produced 
such favourable results as there appeared some grounds to expect. The price of 69 fi. 
paid in the last sale was not extravagant, and still it was received abroad with a cool- 
ness which was difficult to account for, unless it was to be attributed to the general un- 
easiness which already at that period pressed upon trade and industry.

Enouisu v. Frencn Coat in THe Imperta, Navy.—The rumour is 
very general that English coal is being altogether superseded for official 
use in France.

By this plan he 
obtains all or most of the advantages that he would be entitled tofrom having a patent, 
without having incurred the cost, other manufacturers being disinclined to offer similar 
articles for sale, under the idea that they will be liable to action: for infringement of 
my neighbour’s supposed patent; or if they have correctly infurmed themselves, as I 
have done, find that the public have been deluded by the improper use of the word 
Patent, and will not be undeceived by me nor by them (i. e., the manufacturers), as I 
clearly have an interest to serve by telling them that they will be running no risk in 
buying our goods. Surely some remedy is needed for this state of things.—A CRANK.

I hope that the aforesaid exposition of the proper management of collieries, and the duties 
of the managers, may so far instruct the working classes that they may reasonably enforce 
a due regard to their safety, and to the welfare of the work in which they, as well as the 
proprietors, are so much interested, and that, by bringing the parties into amicabie com- 
munication, it may serve to enlighten the coiliers, and to extend that good feeling which 
is so desirable upon all hands, and to diminish those fatal and appaling catastrophies which 
are constantly harrassing the feelings of the community, and bringing wretchedness to 
the families of the deceased. With respect to the amount of ventilation requisite for a 
colliery no certain rule can be laid down,so much depends upon the extent of the work- 
ings, the thickness of the seam, the quantity of waste, the production of inflammable 
gas, &c. But even where inflammabdie gas is not produced, the wastes, generally speak- 
Hd) produce carbonic acid gas, which adulterates the air, and renders the workings un- 
healthy ; therefore it is inexcusable to have the ventilation of a colliery so weak as to be 
incapable of driving away the production of noxious gases which frequently require the 
lights to be extinguished, and the workings inaccessible for days together. I should, 
therefore, say that the minimum quantity of fresh air, for the most harmless of pits, 
ought to be from 8000 to 10,000 cubic feet per minute. I will conclude with a repetition 
of my opinion, that the practical prevention of accidents in coal mines producing inflam- 
mable gas consists of an ample ventilation, Produced by a well-constructed farnace, until 
some more powerful means are devised ; that the said air current be conducted with skill 
through the workings, and not so split as to diminish each separate current lower than 
or 8000 cubic feet per minute, care being also taken that the adulterated currents 
are kept apart from the naked lights and the furnace: that as little dependence as pos- 
sible be placed upon safety-lamps, but, where necessary, to be provided by the owner, 
and placed under the care and government of responsible persons, instead of being left to 
the discretion of the common colliers: that single bratticed shafts be avoided, and the 
area to be commanded by each establishment be not extended beyond the fair capability 
of the ventilating power: and, lastly, that the colliers interest themselves in looking 
beforehand in anticipating danger, and that they punctually obey the rules and regula- 
tions laid down by the managers, for without that no amount of Government Inspection 
will be perfectly effective; besides, they will constantly incur the charge of endangering 
both their own lives and those of their fellow-workmen, 


From Mr. Dunn’s long connection with the collieries of the North his 
opinions have, undoubtedly, considerable influence, and as much discus- 
sion has arisen with respect to the invention of the safety-lamp, it may be 
interesting to state that Mr. Dunn observes that “when the first safety- 
lamps, the invention of the late Sir Humpury Davy, were introduced at 
Hebburn Colliery, in 1816, they were frequently worked red-hot. In these 
days they are not allowed to work if the air is so impure as to exhibit flame 
inside the lamp.” Mr. Dunn suggests that every pit’s crew should select 
a committee of three or five intelligent or reasonable men, who should be 
made acquainted with the general arrangements of the colliery, not only to 
enable them to make suggestions for their own safety, but to be competent 
to act more efficiently in the emergency of an explosion in reinstating the 
colliery, and in relieving the sufferers. He also directs attention to the 
facilities offered by the “ Accidental Death Insurance Company ” of Bank- 
buildings, for provision, by the colliers, for death by accident or for per- 
manent disablement. We shall again refer to Mr. Dunn’s pamphlet, in 
order to give an epitome of his suggestions, 











NORTHUMBERLAND v, WELSH STEAM COAL. 
For some years, as most of our readers are aware, there has been great 
rivalry between the steam coalowners of Northumberland and their com- 
petitors in South Wales, and long and loud has been the controversy re- 


garding the merits of their respective produce. The importance of the 
subject to the Royal Navy induced the Admiralty a long time ago to in- 
stitute experiments, with the object of ascertaining what were the real 
comparative values of the two kinds of coal in steam navigation. Sir H. 
De la Beche and Dr. Lyon Playfair were employed to conduct the experi- 
ments, and they reported that the calorific value of the steam coal of 
Northumberland was only 7°87, while that of South Wales steam coal was 
10°75. The report was published, Welsh coal was largely adopted in the 
navy, and being so favoured by science and the Admiralty, it obtained 
that great reputation which it now holds amongst official coal buyers. 
But while the Welsh coal was thus rapidly rising in public estimation, 
the Northumbrian coal, pronounced so inferior, was naturally declining, and 
the northern coalowners—wealthy, well informed men—were not likely to 
stand quietly by, and see their trade depart, without making some effort 
to arrest its flight. One of the objections that had been raised against 
the use of Northumberland coal was the quantity of smoke evolved during 
combustion; and in 1855 the Steam Collieries Association of Northum- 
berland offered a prize of 5001. for the best method, of preventing the nui- 
sance. The duty of examining the plans sent in was delegated to Mr., 
now Sir, W. G. Armstrong, Mr. J. Longridge, C.E., and Dr. Richardson, 
an eminent professor of chemistry. ‘These gentlemen instituted a series 
of very elaborate experiments, reporting to the Association more than 
once on the subject; and they eventually awarded the premium to Mr. C. 
Wye Williams, of Liverpool, as noticed in the Journal of the time. But 
these experiments took a wider range than the mere examination of 
peyton theories: they embraced an enquiry into the dispute 
about the Welsh and Northumberland coals. Messrs. Armstrong, Long- 
ridge, and Richardson found that the figures of Sir H. De la Beche and 
Dr. Playfair were erronéous, their formule wrong, and their experiments, 
consequently, misleading. And the chiet conclusions at which they ar- 
rived were as follows:— 

“That by an easy method of firing, combined with a due admission of air in front of 
the furnace, and a proper arrangement of fire-grate, the emission of smoke may be effec- 
tually prevented in ordinary marine maultitubular boilers, whilst using the steam coals 
of the ‘ Hartley district’ of Northumberland, That the prevention of smoke increases 
the economic value of the fuel, and the evaporative power of the boiler. That the coals 
from the Hartley district have an evaporative power fully equal to the best Welsh steam 
coals; and that, practically, as regards steam navigation they are decidedly superior.” 

This exposure, and the claims of the North Country coalowners to have 
the mistake rectified, could not decently be overlooked by the authorities 
at Somerset House. On June 1, 1858, therefore, they commissioned Mr. 
T. W. Miller, assistant chief engineer, Portsmouth Dockyard, and Mr. 
R. Taplin, assistant inspector of steam machinery, Woolwich Dockyard, 
“to superintend and report on a repetition, or, if requisite, an extension 
of aseries of experiments upon the relative evaporative values of coal 
which has been instituted by the Steam Collieries Association of the North 
of England; and also to report upon the merits of the plan proposed by 
Mr. Williams, of Liverpool, and of the modifications introduced by the 
Association, for consuming the smoke of bituminous coal when used in 
tubular and other marine boilers.” These gentlemen accordingly visited 
pe emt and drew up a long report, which ended with the following con- 

usions :— 

“1, That when the smoke from North Country coal is consumed its ve 
value is nearly equal to that of Welsh coal, while its rapidity of combustion ts greater, 

» therefore, that it is capable of generating a larger quantity of steam in a given 
time.—2. That from the harder nature of the North Country coal it is less liable to be 
broken up from motion than Welsh coal, and, therefore, is better adapted for store or con- 
veyance to distant parts of the world than Weish coal, which, from daily experience, is 
found not only to be greatly reduced in size by motion, but to be reduced to dust when 
exposed to the changes of atmosphere in stores, &c. These comparisons are only made 
upon the supposition that the smoke from North Country coal may be reduced to the 
same minimam as that which may arise from Welsh coal, or be entirely prevented 
by Mr. Williams’s or some effective apparatus for this purpose.—3. That from our 
experiments at Elswick, and our observations elsewhere, it is possible to consume the 
smoke arising from North Country coal by the use of Mr. Williams’s apparatus, and b; 
the modifications of it as introduced by the Association to some of*the collieries in this 
part of the country, and also fitted on board the rt steam-tug, and now being in- 
troduced generally into the steam-tugs of this port. 

So far, then, Messrs. Miller and Taplin confirmed the opinions expressed 
by the Newcastle experimenters; but, in the meantime, the South Wales 

lieries Association had been making comparative trials, which did not 
lead to the same results; and on Dec. 7, 1858, the Admiralty sent Mr. 
Taplin and a fellow-assistant inspector of steam machinery, Mr. Lynn, to 
Cardiff, to a upon the Welsh experiments. These gentlemen attended 
and presented a report tabulating the results, but offering no opinion, be- 
ond the expression of a doubt whether the experiments were reliable. 

Admiralty then instructed Mr. Taplin to report fully on the merits 
6 two kinds of coal, as deduced from the whole of the ex- 
periments, and upon this Mr. Taplin exposed the unfairness with 
which the Newcastle coal had been treated by the Welsh engineers, and 
declined to commit himself to any definite opinion on the matter. He re- 
commended that the Admiralty should undertake experiments for them- 
selves in the Government yards, where there could be no private interfer- 
ence, taking care, moreover, that the steam coal from Northumberland was 
the genuine article, and not a spurious and comparatively worthless mineral, 
as the northern coal supplied from Woolwich for the purpose of the pre-

case the bitaminous character of the Welsh coa! used would be of no ser- 
vice, whilst the construction of the boiler was especially adapted to show 
off the advantages of Welsh coal. It was, however, made quite evident 
that, notwithstanding these disadvantages, a mixture of the two coals in 
pretty equal proportions can be used without yielding smoke, and that in 
some respects the mixture is superior to either variety. 

Thus nearly all the experiments, no matter where or by whom conducted, 
tend to show that Hartley steam coals may be profitably and economically 
used in the steam navy, and the northern coalowners have justly put in a 
claim for an increase of Admiralty orders. We published their petition in 
the Journal of last week, and we do not see how, in fairness, its prayer can 
be disregarded, The northern coalowners have been the victims of a blunder 
on the part of scientific men of high 7, employed by the Admiralty, 
and we trust it will not be long before the injustice done them is rectified. 

But the memorial opens out a collateral question of the utmost impor- 
tance. One of the paragraphs is to the following effect:— 

“ Your memorialists beg further to express to your lordships their doubts as to the 
quality of such North of England coal as is at present used in Her Majesty’s naval 
service, and would respectfully suggest a revision of the lists, or else the policy of deal- 
ing directly with the owners of the coal.” 

We have already alluded to the fact that the Newcastle coal sent from 
Woolwich in the early experiments was a spurious article, and not the 
Buddle’s West Hartley it professed to be. The “ greys” in the coal sent 
from Woolwich were 4 in. thick, but in the Buddle’s Hartley coal the “greys”’ 
are never more than 2 in, thick, and the viewer of the Buddle’s Hartley 
Pit observed that he knew of no colliery in the neighbourhood where 
“ greys” could be got of that thickness, Mr. Taplin and his colleague 
thereupon went to the colliery, and after inspecting the arrangements for 
raising, sorting, and conveyance to the drops, they recorded the following 
emphatic opinion in their report:— 

“That the present system of obtaining coals by contract is complicated and defective, 
open to collusion and abuse, and not adapted to ensure a uniform cargo of the best de- 
scription of coal.” 

What that system is Mr. Taplin shows as follows: — 

“ When a vessel has received her cargo, a strip of paper to that effect is forwarded to 
the fitter at Newcastle, 10 miles distant, who is supposed to authenticate and verify 
upon good faith the character of the coal, and the fitter fills up a printed form, echoing 
the information thus forwarded, with this astounding declaration :—‘I hereby certify 
that the within-named cargo of coal is of the best description of coal known by its de- 
nomination; that the same was fresh wrought (and duly hand-picked) at the time of 
shipment.’ It is well authenticated that the fitter knows nothing of this transaction, 
beyond the mere paper communication.” 

Mr. Taplin mentions a circumstance that occurred at the very dro 
where the Buddle’s West Hartley were shipped, in which the captain of a 
collier, wishing to complete his cargo in order to save a tide, and there 
being no more coal of the description he was loading on the wharf, ordered 
the railway man to fill up with coals from another pit that were standing 
near. He, therefore, recommends:— 

“ That the contracts for coal for Her Majesty’s service should be made directly be- 
tween the Admiralty and the proprietor or proprietors of the collieries whose coal may 
be considered preferable, as is the practice with many foreign Governments. The 
recognition of interposing necessarily implies complicated transactions, involving 
deceptive dealing, is expensive in its detail, prejudicial to the service, and commercially 
unprofitable, That Government steam vessels only be employed in this trade. The 
commanding officer of the vessel, or some officer appointed by the Government to be 
held responsible, as a check upon the proprietor of the colliery for the bona fide fulfil- 
ment of the contract, should not only watch the delivery of the coal at the wharf, but 
frequently visit the colliery while the ship t is progressing, to satisfy himself as to 
the condition of the coal before it leaves the pit’s mouth ; and also, on arriving at its des- 
tination, to certify as to identity, condition, and quantity to the officers of the dock- 
yard who may be appointed to test and receive it.” 

In their memorial the Northumberland coalowners have adopted these 
recommendations, and we hope that the Admiralty will see the wisdom, 
as well as the expediency, of carrying them out. Unless some radical 
change be introduced into the manner of fulfilling Government coal con- 
tracts the northern proprietors can never be certain that their produce is 
fairly represented in the Admiralty dockyards, and, consequently, can 
never hope to remove the prejudices which now exist against its use 
amongst the Government naval engineers. Unfortunately, paar the 
two northern counties have no advocate at the Board of Admiralty like 
the friend they possess in Mr. Hutt at the Board of Trade, but this question 
of contracts is one with which Patliament can deal, and the northern coal 
trade does not lack friends on the Treasury Bench, nor in the House of 
Peers. We urge the memoralists, therefore, to agitate this question until 
the merits and efficiency of their coal are officially ised, and the 
system of supplying the article be based upon a safe foundation. And if 
the Admiralty refuse to listen to their prayers, let them hear their remon- 
strance through their representatives in both Houses of Parliament. 











REPORT ON CORNWALL AND DEVONSHIRE, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN TRURO.] 


June 19.—A remarkable discovery of silver, which has resulted in an 
equally remarkable rise in the price of shares, has been made at WHEAL 
Lupcort, a lead mine situated in the parish of St. Ive, about 34 miles from 
Liskeard, on the Callington road. ‘This mine is worked on the north and 
south lead lodes which traverse the parishes of St. Ive and Menheniot, 
to the south of the Caradon granite range. It is bounded immediately on 
the north by Wea Wrey, a mine which made large returns, and gave 
considerable profits; but which, becoming poor, was a short time since sold 
to the Ludcott adventurers for about 35007. The original Ludcott sett 
was a very short one, but still the mine made good profits. At present the 
two united setts of Ludcott and Wrey have a length of upwards of a mile, 
of which a great proportion, nearly } mile, of the northern part is as yet 
unexplored. When the Wheal Ludcott adventurers found themselves 
obliged to buy the Wheal Wrey sett—for they really had no option—there 
were considerable differences of opinion as to their prospects. A large 
party took a gloomy view, and thought a call would be necessary to pay 
the instalments for the materials. So much was this the case, that some 
of the largest shareholders in Liskeard have quite recently sold their shares 
at prices ranging from 50s. to 60s. One Liskeard shareholder, the holder 
of 300 shares, sold them all at prices ranging from 2/. 7s. 6d. to 21. 10s.; 
and then one of the oldest shareholders in the mine sold his at about 
81.; altogether about 1000 shares were recently sold from Liskeard for, pro- 
bably, about 30007. Capt. Knapp had all along the greatest confidence in 
the mine, and always assured the shareholders that he would guarantee 
from it fands to pay the instalments for the machinery. The more “ know- 
ing” ones, however, paid no attention to these assurances. They had the 
mine i ted by their own agents, and sold their shares, which, strange

Of course, it is very difficult to estimate the probable continuance of a 
deposit of silver in Cornwall. In the Journal of Dec. 27, 1860, I gave a 
sketch of the history of silver mining in Cornwall; and from that it would 
appear to be a product on which we can place but little reliance. At the 
same time this Ludcott deposit seems of a more permanent character than 
is usually met with: the amount of returns already made are considerable, 
and the deposit is clearly by no means nearly exhausted. ‘The cross- 
course ground is very heavy, and requires to be opened out and drained 
before it can be taken away properly. As far as we can sec, there seems 
no reason why the silver shauld not make in other levels on the junction 
of the lode and cross-course; and altogether there seems a greater pro- 
spect of permanence than is usually the case with silver deposits. At the 
same time, a thing of the kind cannot be expected to last very long, and 
the permanent success of the mine must depend on its lead; in this respect 
it is looking very much better. In Wheal Wrey, in driving the 106 end 
south, Capt. Knapp has cut a capital course of lead, worth 18 to 20 cwts. 
per fm., in ground that can be stoped at 20s. per fm. ‘This discovery is 
90 fms. from Ludcott boundary, and 120 fms. from the same end driving 
north from that mine. As there is a small cross-course 40 fms. ahead of 
this end, it is highly probable that the lead will continue up to this. This 
discovery is entirely due to the judgment of Captain Knapp, on whom it 
reflects great credit. By taking too narrow a view of a warp of the ore 
round in one level, the former management supposed the ore dipped north 
instead of south; and, consequently, this end was given up as hopeless.: 
Captain Knapp, after careful consideration, saw this was a mistake, and that 
the level had not been driven far enough to cut the lead, which really 
dipped south: he resumed the end, and in 1 fathom driving cut the ore. 
he present monthly sales of lead are 40 tons of crop ore, and 20 tons 
of second quality: 80 tons of crop could be sampled, but Captain Knapp 
is wisely taking advantage of the silver returns to spare his lead ground 
and accumulate some reserves, so as to place Wheal Ludcott, as a lead 
mine, in a sound position.

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


June 19.—The position of the Coal Trade remains much about the 
same. The exports of coal from the north-east ports for May show a 
slight decrease compared with the corresponding month in 1861. The 
quantity exported from Newcastle was 212,386 tons, against 199,038 tons 
in May, 1861; Blyth, 8693 tons, against 12,699 tons; Amble, 5056 tons, 
against 6221 tons; Sunderland, 105,515 tons, against 109,373 tons; Har- 
tlepool, 52,991 tons, against 68,790 tons; Stockton, 135 tons, against 
140 tons; Middlesbro’, 11,112 tons, against 13,580 tons; and Hull, 18,040 tons, against 
9901 tons. The Witsuntide season seems to have passed over very quietly in this dis- 
trict, the recent depression tending somewhat to this state of things. It is strange 
that so few of the miners in this part of the country have taken any part in the volun- 
teer movement, which your Monmouthshire correspondent states has been taken up so 
spiritedly in that district. The Seaham Volunteers, under the command of Earl Vane, 
which is formed almost exclusively of pitmen, is, we believe,almost the only exception, 
bat this is in a great measure owing to want of'encouragement from the masters, and 
there is no doubt that, with a little encouragement, a large body of men might be en- 
rolled in the cause, which, at the same time, would be a healthful and recreative exer- 
cise for the men, of which the pitmen stand so much in need. The Iron Trade is not 
quite so brisk as it has been, and there are some complaints of want of orders at present. 
which if it continues will necessitate a reduction of hands at some of the larger works, 
A strike has been going on for a week or two with the puddiers at the extensive works 
of Messrs. Hawks, Crawshay, and Sons, South Shore, Gatcshead. The men complain of 
being paid less per ton than vther firms are paying. 

The improvement of the River Tyne continues to prog most satisfactorily under 
the able management of the engineer, Mr. Ure.'* ‘The channel has been much improved, 
and made deeper, and ultimately it is quite clear immense improvements in every re- 
spect will be effected. The greatest barrier to the advancement of the Tyne—that is, 
the obstruction on the bar, and want of deep water docks at the ower Lights, or near 
the sea—appears in a fair way to be removed. An important meeting was held in New- 
castle, on Tuesday, of the Newcastle and G head Chamber of C , attended by a 
deputation of the Tynemouth Chamber. Mr. R. Hodgson, M.P. for Tynemouth, accom- 
panied the deputation. Mr. Hodgson stated that the immediate cause of their request- 
ing the Newcastle Chamber to meet them here at that conference was because of the 
power held by the Tyne Commissioners for improving the navigation of the Tyne, and 
they asked the members of the Newcastle Chamber to bestir themselves, in order to urge, 
if necessary, upon the Tyne Commissioners the necessity of attending to those great in- 
terests, and to adopt measures which they belleved were required in order to keep the 
Tyne on a par with other rivers. By the powers of their Act, other persons were pre- 
cluded from taking steps in this matter. A deputation was appointed, consisting of equal 

bers of the of the two chambers, to wait upon the Tyne Commissioners, to 
urge upon them the imperative necessity of constructing docks at the Low Lights as 
early as possible, 

Several meetings have been held among the miners to consider the rules of the Per- 
manent Relief Fund, adopted at the delegate meeting held at Durham. The men seem 
willing to abide by most of the rules, except the one which states that a man must be 
off work for a period of six months before he receives pay from the Permanent Fund, and 
they, with very few exceptions, object to this. But we believe that if the fund was 
once in working order everything would be arranged so as to suit the majority. 

The Newcastle Daily Journal says—Our attention has been called to the allegations 
made by the persons who supply the monthly returns of vessels to the Sunderland news- 
papers, of the inaccuracy of “ Browne’s Export List” in the returns for May respecting 
Sunderland, We may say that the high character of Browne’s List is not affected by 
these allegations, inasmuch as the list agrees exactly with the official returns, We 
append a statement of the Customs’ official account, compared with that of the correspon- 
dents of the Sunderland newspapers.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE. 


June 19.—As the close of the quarter approaches, confidence in the im- 
provement which has recently taken place in the Iron Trade increases, and 
the works producing sheets, plates, and iron for bridge floors, and other 
constructions, are getting a fair namber of orders, and several of them are 
well employed. The demand for bars, however, continues slack in South 
Staffordshire, but in the north of the county more is doing in that descrip- 
tion of iron. The orders from the United States continue to arrive; 
the quantity certainly is not large, but there is no relaxation in the ar- 
rivals, The Previmmnary Meetine of the Soura StarrorpsHire Iron 
Trape is announced to take place at the Stewpony Inn, near Stourbridge, 
on Thursday next. No doubt the trade will meet in much better spirits 
than they did three months ago, but it is not anticipated that any change 
in prices will take place. It will be no unimportant gain if the actual prices 
are brought up nearer to the official list. ‘The Pig-Iron makers are still 
asking higher prices, and buyers are in some cases obliged to yield, whilst 
those who are able to purchase on the most advan’ us terms cannot 
buy at the price they have recently paid for forward delivery. The sellers 
of pigs are, however, probably over sanguine in their anticipation of the 
price which pigs will fetch, as it must be remembered that there are an im- 
mense number of blast-furnaces blown out, which a rise of from 2s. 6d. to 
5s. per ton, which is expected to be permanent, would be likely to set in 
motion again. Mr. Griffiths, in his Circular, states that the increased de- 
mand for hematite pig-iron partially arises from the great quantity of this 
iron used for conversion into steel by the Bessemer process. Anyone who 
has visited the International Exhibition with an observant eye cannot fail 
to have been struck with the great importance which the production of this 
metal is assuming. I 

Two informations, laid by Mr. Baker, Inspector of Mines, were heard 
on Friday last, at the Public Office, Wolverhampton. Mr. Joseph Hackett, proprietor 
of the Brades Hall Colliery, Tividale, was summoned for two offences against the Coal 
Mines’ Inspection Act. The first was for neglecting on the 18th of March last to provide 
proper means for communicating distinct and definite signals from the top to the bottom 
of one of the shafts of the colliery just named, which formed an offence against the 7th 
general rule. The second information charged him with neglecting to attach a proper 
indicator in the same shaft, to show the position of the skip in its ascent and descent, creat- 
ing an offence against the 12th general rule. The defendant pleaded guilty in both cases. 
On the day named in the information an accident of that description happened ; a num- 
ber of men were thrown out of a skip, and oneof them killed, Mr. that 
the magistrates were determined to carry out the provisions of the Act of Parliament. 
The rule that the magistrates so laid down prevented them inflicting a nominal penalty, 

and they should have to fine the defendant 5/. in the first case, and 10/. in the second. 
—Mr. Daniel Groucutt was summoned for an offence committed against the same Act, 
at Hitchins Colliery, near Bilston, on March 26 last. The charge was for neglecting to 
provide proper signalling apparatus, The offence wag admitted, and the defendant fined 


| 52. and costs.—A case arising out of an explosion of gas at Mr. Dawes’s Portway Col- 
Mery, Oldbury, had to be adjourned. Two magistrates had been present to hear the case, | 


but Mr. Motteram, barrister, who was engaged for the defence, was not present for an 
hour after the Court had opened, and one of the magistrates was obliged to leave pre- 
viously. It is expected that this case will form the subject of a hard fight. 

The Wolverhampton Chamber of C have decided to petition against the main 
provisions of the Bill of Mr. Scholefield, for bling partnerships to be formed on the 
principle of Limited Liability, on the grounds that such provisions are not called for by 
any lasting difficulty in obtaining capital for profitable undertakings, that it would tend 
to the undue extension of credit, and that it was essentially unjust. The Chamber, 
however, considered—* That it is desirable that the system of paying clerks and agents 
by a share of the profits, without involving them in the risks of partnership, should be 
sanctioned by statute.” The reason for this urged in the discussion was to prevent per- 
sons so paid from giving trouble by claiming to be partners. The Chamber, at the same 
time, resolved to petition Parliament in favour of Mr. Roebuck’s bill to amend the law 
relating to the fraudulent use of trade marks, and against Mr. M. Gibson’s Merchandise 
Bill, which, it was considered, if passed into law could never be carried out practically. 














REPORT rrom YORKSHIRE, DERBYSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE. 


June 19.—The present condition and future prospects of the Iron Trade 
are extremely unsatisfactory, not only as regards the amount of trade trans- 
acted, but also in respect of the prices obtained. We have experienced a 
better demand for iron from the Continent than has been the case for se- 
veral months past, India and Russia making demands for large quantities. 
There has been little or no improvement in the enquiry for iron for the 
home market, and, with the exception of rails and plates, there has been comparatively 
nothing doing. The railway companies are asking for contracts for large quantities of 
iron for their different lines, but the prices at which the contracts are taken leave but 
&@ small remunerative profit for the manufacturer. The great buik of the orders from 
the Continent are for engines and tools necessary for machinery, and it would appear 
from the nature of the articles enquired for that agricultural operations must be mak- 
ing rapid strides both in Russia and India. The Leeds houses are very busy, and 
the iron trade in the district of Cleveland is also in a much more prosperous state than 
we should have imagined it, judging from the depression which affects the whole of the 
country. The Steel Trade is improving graduaily, and the metropolitan houses have 
purchased more freely of late. The International Exhibition has had a good effect on 
several branches of our mineral trades, and already representatives of continental firms 
have visited several large manufacturing houses in Yorkshire, and made extensive 
purchases, This has been manifested to a very considerable extent in regard to the 
cutlery and general hardware trades of Sheffield. 

The Coal Trade is stiil in an extremely unsatisfactory state, and there isin many 
districts of Yorkshire and Derbyshire so little doing that many hundreds of colliers find 
it difficult to eke out a livelihood. The rates for coal are extremely low, and the com- 
plaints about underselling, as might be imagined, are exceedingly numerous ; yet, not- 
withstanding this unexampled depression, a number of colliers have been found stupid 
enough to strike, the contention between them and thelr masters being us to the over- 
weight for coal. We allude to the strike which has occurred at Mr. North’s colliery. 
This week the colliers, with a wagon laden with coals, have been making processions 
in the streets and collecting alms in boxes made for that purpose from the inhabitants 
of the district within eight miles of the colliery, and we learn that they have succeeded 
to a great extent in obtaining subscriptions. We observed many of the men, and cer- 
tainly, judging from their appearance, they were in the most dejected state, many of them 
being in a position on the very verge of starvation. That such a state of things should 
be persisted in is not only detrimental to the cause of capital and labour, but to the best 
interests of working men, no one can doubt, and we do sincerely trust that a sufficient 
number of intelligent men will be found amongst the leaders of the movement to take 
such measures of conciliation which may lead to a speedy settlement of the dispute. 
There is little to notice this week in the lead mining district, except that the Mill Dam 
Mine is at work again, though Mr. Petherick, the arbitrator, has not yet given his award, 
The share market is dull, and there are few mining stocks enquired after. 

Mr. Wheatley, foreman of the locomotive department, Gorton Works, has had a very 
hand pli t paid to him on the occasion of his retiring from the service of the 
Manchester, Sheffield, and Lincolnshire Railway Company. A testimonial, consisting 
of a silver tea service, waiter, and gold watch and chain, was presented to Mr. Wheatley 
by Mr. Edward Ross, secretary to the company, on behalf of a numerous body of sub- 
scribers, of whom upwards of 100 were present. 

At the adjourned meeting of coalowners who have interested themselves 
in establishing an association for assisting the miners in raising a fund to 
support the widows and orphans of persons killed in coal mines in the West 
Yorkshire district, the following gentlemen were present:—Mr. Fenton, 
Waterloo Colliery, in the chair; Mr. Briggs, Whitwood and Junction Col- 
lieries; Mr. Pope, West Riding Colliery; Mr. Rayner, Methley and Wake- 
field Collieries ; Mr. J. Warrington, Kippax Colliery; Mr. J. Haigh, Brunteliff Collieries ; 
Mr. Halliday, Gildersome Colliery ; Mr. J. Wood, agent for Messrs. Bower, Allerton 
Collieries ; Mr. Snow, agent for Mr, Gascoigne, Garforth Collieries ; and several others, 
Letters were read from the Messrs. Charlesworth and L. Wickham, who were pre- 
vented from attending on account of being absent from home, but stating their willing- 
ness to agree to the resolutions which might be passed. At a meeting held a fortnight 
ago, it was proposed to forward a copy of the proposed rules to every colliery owner in 
the district, numbering upwards of 80, and ask each firm to confer with the men in their 
employ, and ascertain whether they were disposed or not to join the association, and in- 
timate the decision to which they had come to the Chairman, Mr. Fenton. A consider- 
able number of letters were read from different colliery owners. Some of the writers 
expressed their entire concurrence with the object of the association, and their willing- 
ness to join it; others thought an accident fund should be combined with the widows 
and orphans’ fund; and some considered to wait until the association was fairly esta- 
blished, when they would join it; and a few declined to subscribe anything at all to the 
fund. A discussion followed the reading of the letters, which resulted in a resolution 
being passed to extend support to’ petsons who might be permanently injured, but the 
opinion of the meeting was decidely against affording support in cases of casual accidents, 
because at nearly every colliery there is at present an “ accident club ” established, which 
ts conducted by the miners themselves, and in many districts such clubs are found to 
work well, It was considered undesirable for the association to interfere with the in- 
dependent action of the men, or to distarb the provident arrangements which they have 
already made, it being thought best to confine its operations to the maintenance of widows 
and orphans, and persons permanently injured. 

The following firms have expressed their willingness to join the association, and con- 
tribute to its funds :—Messrs. Charlesworth, Rothwell Haigh, Robin Hood, New Market, 
and other collieries ; Messrs. Fenton and Co., Waterloo Coillery; Messrs. Briggs, Son, 
and Co., Whitwood and Junction Colliery ; Messrs. Pope and Pearson, West Riding Col- 
liery; Messrs. Josh. Lock, and Co., Kippax Colliery ; Messrs. Josh. Bower, and Co., 
Allerton Colliery ; Messrs. Pope and Baines, Sharleston Colliery; Messrs. Terry and 
Greaves, Roundwood and Ossett Collieries ; The Low Moor Iron Company, Low Moor; 
The Fox Holes Coal Company, Methley; The Farnley Iron Company, Farniey ; Mr. 
Leather, Waterloo Main Colliery; Mr. Embleton, Middleton Colliery. 

We are glad to hear that nearly all the largest colliery firms in this district have agreed 
to co-operate and bring the association into existence. 











REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Junx 19,.—It may not be uninteresting to mining readers to state a few 
words respecting the crops in South Wales, as agricultural produce is 4 
great item in the sustenance of man and animal. Hay cutting has already 
commenced in earnest, and there are excellent crops. The heavy rain 
which has fallen, although it has caused a large quantity to “‘ lay,” has 
not materially damaged the crops; and if the weather proves favourable 
for the next two or three weeks an excellent hay season will be met with. As tocorn, 
it is feared that the rain will slightly affect the wheat especially ; but, as in the case of 
hay, if no more heavy rain be had, then the crop will fare well. There is a fine crop of 
oats and barley as well, and there is every reason to think that food will be considerably 
cheaper in a few months. It is only just to state that the predictions, or rather weather 
prophecies, of Mr. G. Shepherd, C,.E., are looked upon as the best almanack in this dis- 
trict; and his general correctness gradually increases the confidence in his predictions. 

An important case, affecting the liability of canal companies, was heard at the New- 
port County Court, on Tuesday, before Judge Herbart. The case was that of Jones v. 
the Monmouthshire Railway and Canal Company, in which the plaintiff claimed the 
sum of 37/. 10s. for damage, under circumstances detailed hereafter. Mr, Cathcart re- 
presented the plaintiff, and Mr. Waddington appeared for the defendants. The plaintiff 
occupies a house at Risca, where his wife carries on the business of a milliner. In De-~ 
cember last a great flood took place, and the water overflowed the embankment of the 
river, and entered the plaintiff's and other houses. Millinery and other goods were 
damaged in the plaintiff's house to the extent of 50/.; but, by the sale of the remnants, 
the loss was reduced to 37/. 10s., the amount claimed. In 1852 a greater flood took 
place, but the water did not then do any damage to the houses. On that occasion, also, 
the water swept over the colliery bridge, which wag not the case in December last. 
Since 1852 the Monmouthshire Railway and Canal Company had erected a bridge over 
the river, and a quantity of slag and cinder had been thrown in to support the pillars. 
This it was alleged was the cause of the river overflowing in December last, and the 
water entering the plaintiff’s and other houses. For the defendants several witnesses 
were called, amongst whom was Mr. Hawkshaw, C.E., who had been brought down 
specially from London. He named a variety of circuuistances which might cause the 
overflowing of the river; but he attributed it in the preseni instance mainly to the 


necessarily raised the beds of rivers. Mr. Cathcart submitted on this point, that if the 
bed of the river raised under such circumstances, it was preposterous to think that the 
colliery bridge would. The evidence, however, clearly proved that in 1852 the water 
went over the colliery bridge, but in December last it did not. His Honour said the caee 
was one of so much importance that he would take time toconsider his decision.

There is no material change to report in the state oftrade. The returns for the month 
of May show that a slight decrease has taken place in the exportations of coal and iron, 
both foreign and coastwise. The South Wales ports stand as follows :—Cardiff, 87,085 
tons of coal exported foreign, against 86,603 tons in May, 1861; Swansea, 35,603 tons, 
against 48,027 tons in 1861; Newport, 12,683 tons, against 17,293 tons in 1861; Lian- 
elly, 11,064 tons, against 14,274 tons in 1861. There was shipped coastwise from Car- 
diff, 82,799 tons, against 97,708 tons in 1861; from Newport, 53,001 tons, against 56,831 
tons in 1861; from Swansea, 20,599 tons, against 17,521 tons in 1861; and Llanelly, 
26,186 tons, against 27,327 tons in 1861. Upon the whole, it cannot be said that the re- 
turns are unfa bie as pared with 1861. Then the American war had only af- 
fected trade to a very small extent; and if it were not for the enterprising spirit which 
has since prevailed the returns would undoubtedly be much smaller. 

Although a general slackness prevails in both the Coal and Iron Trade, yet there is no 
lack of speculation, as there are hopes of a prosperous future.

Unpercrounp Transport.—We have already referred to the valuable 
contributions of the Coal Trade Association of Northumberland and Dar- 
ham, and we may now draw especial attention to a model exhibited by 
Messrs. L. Woop and J. Dareuisn, of the Hetton Colliery, on the right- 
hand of the doorway leading to the first (western) open court connected 
with the eastern annexe. The models are very compact, and highly in- 
structive, illustrating in a manner readily understood by all the most ap- 
proved method of ventilating a Durham colliery, and the most approved 
means of bringing the coal from the face of the workings. The model 
shows the mode of working by pillar and stall in small isolated panels, 
each panel being ventilated by a distinct current of air. Self-acting in- 
clined planes, fixed engine-planes, a model of a double cylinder fixed 
steam-engine, double-acting pump on movable frame, and self-acting 
double air-doors, are also shown. The plan of ventilation exhibited is 
that in general operation in the deep mines, and is explained in the very 
excellent paper read before the North of England Institute of Mining Engi- 
neers by the late Mr. John Wales. Naked lights are only used in the whole 
coal, and are removed out of each panel before commencing to work the 
pillars. The pillars are 60 yards by 40 yards, and can either be removed in 
lifts or by the long wall mode of working. On the self-acting inclined 
plane the gravitation of the loaded wagons passing downwards draws the 
light wagons up the plane; this mode of drawing is applicable to gradients 
exceeding 1 in 30, and may be worked up to distances of 1000 yards. The 
fixed steam-engine plane level, or with only easy gradients, is found to 
be applicable to any distance up to two miles, and in suitable positions can 
be employed in the place of four horses witheconomy. The inclined engine 
plane is applicable to gradients above 1 in 36, and may be worked up to 
distances of two miles. The model is rendered very complete by the 
miniature steam-engine contributed by Mr. Thomas Murray, of Chester-le- 
street; and the double-acting pump, on movable frame, worked off the axle 
of the tail rope sheave, contributed by Mr. Watson, of Newcastle. The 
self-acting doors for engine-planes are extremely simple and ingenious; 
they are designed by Mr. William Moor, engineer of the Hetton Collieries, 
and are acted upon by the wheels of the trams passing over levers, the doors 
being closed after the wagons have passed by weights. These models 
are the more interesting, as no new or theoretical schemes are introduced; 
they are, with the ene of the doors, simply working models of systems 
of ventilation, and of the application of machinery to underground haulage, 
now in actual operation in the district from which they are sent. These 
models were originally made to be worked by steam, and it was intended 
that they should be constantly in motion, the hauling-engine having been 
adapted by self-acting mechanism to reverse its motion when the trains of 
wagons reached either end of the plane. The Commissioners, however, 
could not supply steam to this part of the building; the engines have, there- 
fore, been altered and adapted to water-power, and it is expected that they 
will be in working operation during next week. Probably some one will now 
attend at stated times to superintend the working, and explain the models. 


PREVENTING ACCIDENTS FROM OVER-WINDING IN CoLLieRtEes.—In 
the Belgian machinery department, near the extremity of the western an- 
nexe, a very simple and ingenious invention for ee position of 
the load in colliery and mine shafts, the invention of Mr. P. J. Gouteaux, 
of Gilly, Hainault, is exhibited by Messrs. FonrarnemoreEau and GILBEE. 
The axle of the pulley over which the winding-rope passes is connected 
with a horizontal screw, which gives motion to a female screw upon it. To 
this female screw a bell is attached, which upon the cage approaching the 
top of the shaft is brought against a hammer, and gives the necessary 
signal. The apparatus is made altogether self-acting, by connecting the 
signallising apparatus with the steam cock and brake of the engine. Mr. 
Gouteaux’s apparatus is economic and easily applied, and not liable to get 
out of order; it may be relied upon as a means of preventing accidents quite 
as much as any depending upon the disconnection of the rope, whilst it 
has the additional advantages that the cage is never Jeft unsuspended over 
the shaft, and that immediately after the apparatus has been brought into 
use the machinery is ready for the ordinary work to be proceeded with. 
The invention is well worthy the attention of the colliery managers. 


Pomps anp Mera Manuractrures.—In the hardware department, 
which occupies a position to the west of the south-eastern transept, will be 
found an excellent collection of metal manufactures chiefly applicable to 
domestic purposes, exhibited by Messrs. WARNER and Sons, of Jewin- 
crescent. Bells of fine tone, urns, lamps, and baths form, perhaps, the 
most attractive portion of the display, though the various forms of pumps 
and garden-engines manufactured by the same firm, and exhibited in other 


parts of the building, may be the most useful. Messrs. Warner and Sons | P* 


have long enjoyed a high reputation as pump manufacturers, and appear 
every year to bring forward some new and useful improvement. Com- 
mencing with the pumps, of which Messrs. Warner have formed an at- 
tractive trophy, in Class 8 (western annexe), directly opposite the large 
pump of Messrs. Easton and Amos, we may direct especial attention to an 
improved double action horizontal pump, which appears to possess great 
power. The piston is given a to-and-fro motion by the revolution of a 
crank axle in the ordinary manner, and ingress and egress valves are pro- 
vided at each end of the cylinder, the natural consequence being that the 
piston, in whichever direction it may be moving, is continually drawing a 
stream of water from the source of supply, and forcing a similar stream 
onward to its destination. The flow of water is as near as may be con- 
tinuous, the slight pause at each end of the stroke being scarcely discern- 
ible. Messrs. Warner also exhibit a large number of garden-engines in 
the agricultural department of the eastern annexe, which will well repay 
an inspection. It will be observed that the collection is much scattered, 
but although we admit there may be some objection to this arrangement, 
the advantages are probably much greater than the disadvantages, since a 
ready opportunity is afforded for comparing the relative merits of the dif- 
ferent manufacturers’ goods. In the south-east transept they exhibit a 
peal of eight bells in position, and also a chiming apparatus, by means of 
which a peal of eight bells may be rung by one person; the great advan- 
tage of the apparatus consisting in the facility with which it ~~ re- 
moved to admit of the bells being rung in the ordinary manner. This is, 
probably, the most interesting of Messrs. Warner’s display. 


Inpta-RusBerR Macurne Bextine.—It will be observed that a large 
number of the machines in the western annexe are driven by a very clean 
looking belting, which appears to act most efficiently—we allude to the 
vulcanised rubber driving bands, manufactured by the Nortn Britisu 
Russer Company or Eprinsureu, specimens of whose belting may be 
examined at their stand on the western side of the main passage in the 
western annexe, just beyond the spinning machinery. The manufacturers 
claim that when properly used the patent belting possesses advantages over 
all other; it does not stretch, and works equally under water or in warm 

itions, neither stretching under the former, nor softening or drying 

ard under the latter circumstances. It does not slip, and from its perfect 
uniformity of sarface and thickness, its grip on the pulleys is a great gain 
of power. For open belts it is unsurpassed, and by numbers of large firms 
it is used crossed with great success. Its strength is one of its chief re- 
commendations. From its being made of Sea Island cotton of the longest 
staple, and woven in a peculiar manner, so as to give the greater strength 
to the warp, when united with layers of India-rubber it becomes a fabric 
of immense strength, and is capable of doing an amount of work which 
leather or other fabrics could not stand. The belts have been found par- 
ticularly applicable where great speed is required, or where used in damp 
or hot positions, and are very durable. All belts above 3 in. are cheaper 
than any other kind in use. 


PREVENTION OF ACCIDENTS FROM OveR-WIinDING.—In the central pas- 
sage, beyond the horticultural subway, in the eastern annexe, is a simple 
and effective apparatus for preventing accidents arising from over-winding 
of the chain upon the pulley, and the consequent overdrawing of the skip, 
arising from the engine not being stopped in time. ‘The apparatus is very 
effective, and does not in any way interfere with the working of the cage; 
it consists of a cross-piece of iron made to encircle the guide-rods in the 
same way as the guides upon the cage. Upon the cage being over-wound, 
the cross-bar is drawn up between two racks, which have catches so hinged 
that there is no obstacle to its upward passage, but it cannot return. 
When the cross-bar has reached the top, or near the top, of the rack the 
spring catch by which the cage is connected to the rope is opened, and the 
winding-rope goes free, leaving the cage safely suspended. Mr. Corserr, 
the inventor and exhibitor cf the cage, has received some flattering testi- 
monials as to the action of the cage in practice, the general opinion ex- 





pressed being that the arrangement of the parts combines simplicity, 
strength, and certainty of action. 





Parent Feep Apraratus.—Mr. Olding’s specification (recently filed 
by Mr. Henry, patent agent, Fleet-street) relates to a novel feed apparatus, especially 
applicable for steam-boilers. The apparatus is self-acting, or self-regulating, and works 
on the principle of “ equilibrium of fluids.” A chamb icating with the tank, 
or other source of supply, is also connected with the boiler by two pipes. One, called 
the equilibrium pipe, leads from the upper part of the boiler, or the steam-chest, and the 
other leads from the chamber to a level below the bottom of the boiler, and then rises 
upward to the boiler. These pipes are opened and closed by a valve, capable of moving 
bodily to and from its seat. The equilibrium pipe valve is a float valve. The feed pipe 
valve isa plate, having a stem, on which is fixed a disc of broader surface, forming what the 
patentee calls an impinging tabie, the edge of which works against a spring, having an 
angular bend on it. When the level of water in the boiler descends, the doat being de- 
pressed with it, opens the equilibrium pipe for steam .o pass through, and the water in 
the chamber, in seeking its level, passes through the feed pipe into the boiler, uritil the 
previous level is regained, the feed valve opening accordingly.
